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‘Hearing On Unembalmed 
Body Slated For Monday

COLUMBUS’ - The case of an 
Oberlin, Ohio funeral home operator 
involved in the burial of an unembalmed 
body, is scheduled for a hearing by the 
State Board of Embalmers and Funeral 
Directors, Monday, April 16, at 2 p.m. The 
hearing. will be held in the Wyandotte 
Building, 21 W. Broad St., Columbus. 

Richard A. Cowling, .the funeral 
home operator, has been charged with 
“unprofessional conduct,” in the burial 
of the unembalmed body of 63-year-old 
Eugene Graves in early December of 
1972, 
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involving the burial of the unembalmed 
body, John Toland, the board’s secretary 
told The CALL & POST. 

The case was brought to the 
attention of the Board by a story in The 
CALL & POSTecarrying photos of the 
bare body of Graves who was buried 
face down in a wooden casket. 

Graves died Dec. 3 in an Oberlin 
nursing home. Mrs. Vivian Rey Northcutt, 
administrator..of the Wiggins Nursing 
Home, said the body was released to 
Cowling for burial after she was unable 
to contact relatives of the dead man.

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placed more money and jobs 
into black hands; appointed 
12 black generals_and_one_ 
black admiral; provided a 
$200 million budget for black 
entrepreneurs in 1969, for the 
first time giving blacks a 
piece of the action; and 
proposed a budget of $1.2 
billion in 1974 for black 
entrepreneurs. 

“This doesnot sound like 
withdrawal, this sounds like 
full speed ahead,” Scott said” 
in response to black leaders.” 
who indicated that the Nixon 
administration...is—anti-black 
and has abandoned the war — 
on poverty. 

Scott addressed himself to 
the heated issue of “the 
demise of the Office of 
Economic. Opportunity (OEO) 
and other anti-poverty 
programs that came out of 
the bloody protests of -the 
sixties. 

He ‘said he cannot mourn 
the passing of these 
programs, but he mourns the 
broken promises they gave to 
the poor people in this 
country. 

Scott suggested that most 
of the opposition to the 
phasing out of OEO comes 
from, those’ who stand to 
benefit from the anti-poverty 
monies; the staff members 
who headed the agencies 
and raked off 80 to 85 percent 
of the funds allocated for 
anti-poverty programs. 

He said that after the cost 
of overhead and the salaries 
for the “poverty profession- 
als,” were deducted, very lit- 
tle money was left to help the. 
poor peopie for whom these 
programs were designed. 

He explained that the 
errors were not mistakes of 
the heart; but of the head. 
Challenging black peopie:not 
to live in the past, Scott 
urged blacks to join with him 
and the Nixon administration 
in finding alternatives for the_ - 
solution of poverty and 
despair. 

For the first-time—in—23 
years, he said, the govern- 
ment is spending more 
money for human resources 
than on defense. These are 
not emotions, but deeds, 
Scott argued. 

Scott, who grew up in 
Atlanta,said_that he had a 
front row seat to viewing the 
poverty of blacks and other 
non-whites. He said that even 
though “he may disagree = 
politically -- with several

As the Columbus school 
administration hegotiates 
with the Ohio Civil Rights 
Commission (OCRC)* on a 
plan tor integrating the 
schools’ professional staffs, 
concerned observers are 
raising questions as to the 
ultimate effects on quality 
education. 

The OCRC_ recently 
rejected a proposal by the 
school administration which 
would have brought the pro- 
fessional staff. of most 
schools to between 11 and 21 
per cent non.white by

an OCRC spokesman, limits

OCRC considers the 11 to

“I've been participating 
since 1965 in various 
programs to develop quality 
education,” Roseboro said, 
“and | haven't seen anything 
but meeting and talking. I've 
lost faith that they are able to 
produce. 

Roseboro expressed some 
“misgivings about the total 
integration idea.” “If an inte- 
gration plan is not directed at 
the best interests of the 
kids,” Ne said, “then i‘m not 
for it.” 

“Shuttling black teachers 
into white. neighborhoods” 
doesn't necessarily insure 
quality,” he said and “when 
talking about white to black, 
\'m not sure about the ability 
of white teachers to deal with 
black children.” 

“I'm very concerned,” 
Roseboro said, “it's an issue 
that everyone in the com- 
munity. should be thinking 
about what_ constitutes 
quality education. The - ad- 
ministration should be 
indicating to the community 
what quality education is.” 

Roseboro expressed 
interest-in~a_ centralization 
plan, such as an-educational 
park, as a possible answer, 

“They must have a good 
plan, one that will smoothly 
make the transition of young 
people and teachers into a 
balanced school system. 

“In their efforts to comply 
-with the courts, they lose. 
sight of what's best for the 
kids.” r 

Roseboro also expressed 
concern about the possibility 
that the-best-black teachers 
would be taken from black 
schools. Most important, he 
said, “is the education of 
young black children 
because they need it the 
most." . 

Asked about the removal of 
black teachers from black 
schools, Adrienne..Bosworth, 
OCRC spokesman, said 
“we're talking about 
compliance with the law, 
Providing equal employment 
opportunities for all 
teathers.” 

“Nobody's saying you have 
to be inflexible,” she said. 
“Frankly | think it’s a differ- 
ence of opinion on what the 
law requires." 

“When you talk about so— 
called cultural needs in 
making staff assignments 
those needs are undocu- 
mented, legally indefensible. 
One‘could make a very good 
case of the cultural need of 
white schools to have black 
teachers, 

“The whole question," she 
said, “has to do with equa 
employment opportunity. I 
the staff is predominantly 
black, you have one op- 
portunity to have a black 
principal. If you equalize staff 
assignments, the opport- 
unities for blacks. to rise 
becomes system wide.” 

Chuck Taylor, assistant di- 
rector of the Academy for 
Contemporary Problems, said 
it is “unfortunate that Col- 
umbus has gotten into 
desegregation so late. It's 
obvious~to anyone with 
eyes. that we've been 
segregated for a number of 
years,” 

Taylor, who has served as a 
program officer for the Equal 
Opportunities Division of the 
U.S. Office of Education, said 
the Board abstention from 
any aggressive position to 
remedy the situation has in 
effect resulted in’ a Board 
policy that upheld the status 
quo. 

Taylor said he agrees with 
the OCRC in that what the 
Board plans to do probably 


does not represent true 
desegregation. 
“At the same time,” he 


said, “! empathize with the 
new superintendent who has 
inherited a bad situation 
which he didn’t create. The 
former_superintendent could 
have desegregated the 
faculty.” 

But in order to meet the 
law, he said, we have to find 
ways to. deal with a less than 
adequate situation. 

At first, it may seem 
chaotic, he said, but things 
get better over time. Ad-

were approximately 40 members. Since 
that time the membership has increased to 
155. 

The scope of services-of the Trades & 
Labor Council has been to furnish 
technical. and financial assistance ‘to 
minority contractors in the Columbus 
area, and to provide job opportunities in 
the construction field for residents of the 
Model Neighborhood area. ~Phese=en- 
deavors were adequately and sincerely im- 
plemented during our first funded” year. 


Since September 1, 1971, the Trades & 
(labor Council has enabled minority con- 
tractors to secure more than $10-million 
worth of contractual opportunities 
heretofore denied minority practioners, 
and increased the working crews of its 
contractor-members by some 750 em- 
ployees. 


Model Neighborhood Trades & Labor 
Council has placed 225 Model Neighbor- 
hood residents: in training situations on a 
variety of jobs in and supportive to the 
construction industry. This figure does 
not include the many jobs provided by the 


accelerated opportunity of minority con- 
tractors to increase their work forces 
through the employment of architects, 

engineers, accountants, supervisory per- 
sonnel, and other highly skilled persons, 

Before the advent of the Model Neigh- 
borhood Trades & Labor Council, it was 
unheard of for a minority contractor to 
participate inthe high-rise construction 
industry: in the downtown area. The 
Trades & Labor Council has been able to 
place minority contractors on such major 
construction projects as the’ Ohio’ ‘Bell 
Telephone Building, the IBM (Interna- 
tional. Business Machines) Building, the 
Motorist Mutual Insurance Co. Building, 
the Hilton Inn, the State Office Building, 
the Borden: Building, the remodeling of 
the Federal Building and the Center of 
Science & Industry Building. 

The Model Neighborhood Trades & 
Labor Council has been the fulcrum from 
which practically all minority contractor 
assistance and advances have emanated. 
For example: No minority~-contractors 
were participating in the various programs 
made available by the federal government 
for -the alleviation—of-the disparity—that 
exist between the minority and the 
majority contractor. It’s through the ef- 
forts of the Model Neighborhood Trades 
& Labor Council that minority con- 
tractors are now being issued contracts by 
the Dept. of Housing and Urban-Develop- 
ment, the Ohio State Highway Dept., the 
Dept> of Transportation, the City of 
Columbus and contracts ...and loans...

them eligible to compete forthe high 
paying jobs in the building and construc- 
tion industry. To date, we have enrolled 
59 residents in the training program.

DEJARNETTE DRAWS LIFE 


The conviction of a 37 year 
old Columbus man on a_first 
degree murder charge in 
Common Pleas Court last 
Thursday, wrote the final 
chapter of one of the most 
bizarfe, hair-raising murder 
cases recorded in the history 
of this Capital City. 

Thomas Jefferson De- 
Jarnette, formerly of 678 
Chittenden Ave., was 
sentenced to life in prison by 
Judge Jay C. Flowers 
immediately after the Jury 
returned a guilty verdict on a 
first degree murder charge 
and three other related 
charges. 

In addition to the life term, 
Judge ..Flowers.. ordered 
DeJarnette to begin a one to 

»20 year terms on a charge of 
intentional shooting is he is 


paroted in the killing 
conviction. 
, DeJarnette, however, 


would be allowed to serve 
two sentences of from one to 
five years each concurrently 
with his death charge 
conviction, These sentences 
stemmed from his conviction 
on two counts of assault with 
a deadly weapon. 


Right after imposing the - 


sentences, Judge . Flowers 
termed DeJarnette’s crimes 
as “bizarre and aggravated.” 
-—DeJarnette was convicted 
of the June 7, 1972, gun— 
death of T. George Stephen- 
son Jr., 42, in his home at 309 
Edwards St. With three other 
men as hostages, one whom 
he also shot, DeJarnette held 
them__as._prisoners_ until 
Stephenson arrived home 
some. 11 hours later. 


DeJarnette, was the 
states most effective witness. 


Booker, paralyzed from the 
waist down as a result of the 
shooting, testifying from a 
wheelchair, 
related his chilling 
experience to the nine 
women and three men jury in 
the deathly quiet court room- 

He said DeJarnette -shot 


him because he tried to tell | 


the. man that he had no 
argument with him and that 
he wanted to go home. He 
had never seen DeJarnette 
before , that horrifying 
evening, Booker said. 

DeJarnette, he said, “put 
two bullets in me. Then he 
said he wanted me out of the 
way and had them to stick me 
behind the bed. | was scared 
out of my damn wits and | did 
not say a word to him,” 
Booker stated. 

Booker also _ recalled 
hearing DeJarnette mumbling 
something about, “they were 
playing some kind of a game 
on me and it wasn’t going to 
be played any more.” 

Earlier, William Holmes, 
who _also resided at the 
Edwards St., address, 
testified that DeJarnette 
arrived at the house around 
11:30 p.m., June 6. 

DeJarnette, Holmes said, 
took an extension cord and, 
at gunpoint, bound the hands 
of him, Booker and Benjamin 
F. (Beebee) Dawson, 320 N. 
Grant Ave. 

He said DeJarnette told 
them he was going to kill 
Stephenson, saying: “He's 
supposed. tobe my friend, but 
He's giving me 
trouble with my old lady.” 

After shooting Booker, De- 
Jarnette untied their hands 
and ordered them to carry 
Booker into a bedroom and 
put him behind a bed, Holmes 
said. 

When Stephensqn arrived 


that following - morning, - 


Holmes said the two men 
scuffied at the back door. 
Two shots were fired and 
Stephenson felt-to-the floor: 


Before; or during the 
scuffle, Holmes said Dé- 
Jarnette told Stephenson, “! 
toid- you | was gonna kill 
you.” Stephenson grabbed 
him and said “if that's what 
you're gonna do, that’s what. 
you have to do.” During his 
opening remarks, defense 
attorney Otto Beatty Jr., 
pleaded DeJarnette entered 
not guilty and not guilty by 
reason of insanity. 


Dr. Benjamin Abramson, a 
Columbus psychiatrist, 
testified that in his opinion 
DeJarnette was “absolutely 
irrational-and psychotic,” and 
did not have the mental 
ability to control his behavior.

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The Wounded Knee incident between the indians and 
government officials continues to make front page news in 
many Newspapers across the country. The Onio State Lan- 
tern Nas been Covering this story and a few others which may 
be of interest to our readers. 

The second story we noticed in the Aprii 2 issue of Lan- 
tern is wnat we call the “Bended Knee incident.” Luke Witte 
ells Nis version as to wnat Nappened in the Minnesota-Onio 
State-Dasketball game on Jan. 25, 1972, in an article entitled, 
“violence on the Court’ 

The part which interests us most about the story is wnen 
he said,Of course, the most asked question is that of the 
Minnesota incident which Nas begn called the most flagrant 
eruption of violence in the history of college sports.” 

On yeah! This maybe true in the white history book but 
not in our black history book. “The most flagrant eruption of 
violence in the history of college sports” in the Diack mstory 
book nappened to Jonnny Bright in the game against 
Okianoma A&M at Stiiwater, Okla.,.on Oct. 20,1951. 

New York Times said on Oct. 21, 1951; “Oklahoma A&M 
sidelined Orake's recordbreaking Johnny Bright with a 
broken jaw early in the first quarter today and then srmasned 
past tne crippled Sulldogs, 27-14, before 14,000 fans.” 


Bright, leader of the nation in yards gained for the third » 


straignt year and nolder of an all-time record of 5,696 yards 
in the same department, accounted tor the game's first 
toucndown with a 61 yard pass play to halfback Jim 
Pilkington. 

Early in the year Bright broke the,yardage record held by 
Georgia's All-American Frank Sinkwich. He was the first and 
only blars playerto. ever play on Lewis field..at. Stliwater, 
Okla. Bright was also a member of -the track team and was 
the first Diack athlete to play basketball in the Missouri 
Valley Conference, 

“No matter what | did, somebody nit me,” Bright said. 
The Drake flash said he recalled getting fists in the face on 
the first two plays of the game. Two pictures published by the 
New York Times-on Oct-22; 1951, showed clearly Bright was 
out of the play. when ne was slugged by the Aggie guard, 
Wilbanks Smith 


When told tnat Bright nad suffered‘a broken jaw and had 


tO be helped trom the tield. because the Oklahoma team 
“ganged up” on nim, Coach J.B. Whitworth denied it. _ 

“But l.can_say right now, our boys didn't gang.up.on.

On Monday, Oct. 22, 1951, the Néw York Times stated,

disabled Jonnny Bright star Negro halfback. Whitworth said

Jackie opened the season 
at first base, with the old 
Brooklyn Dodgers, He played 
his first game as a major 
league performer against the 
old Boston Braves at Braves 
Field in Boston, Mass. and we 
were there. The stadium was 
packed with an overflowing 
‘crowd of 42,000 wild eyed 
fans. They came to see 
Jackie in action...The entire 
town was charged up with 
electricity..Fans started 
moving towards Braves Field 
as early as 5:00 p.m., al- 
though the game wasn't 
scheduled to start until 7:30 
p.m. 

Jackie played a sensationa! 
game at first, got two hits and 
ran the bases like mad. He 
made a terrific entry into the 
major leagues. Each time ne 
came to bat the Boston fans 
gave fim an ovation. 

Today Jackie is a member 
of baseball's Hall of Fame, at 
Cooperstown, New York. The 
first Negro to be so honored. 
Shortly after he died. Jackie 
will live long-in the memories- 
of alt races in this country 
and certainly ne nas opened 
the door for others of his race 
to follow. Other Negro 
Players today owe much to 
Jackie Robinson. 

There were many stories 
wntten about Jackie in nis 
young days as a Dodger. but 
the one we like the best, was 
his great play against the old 
Phitadeipnia-Ctub im Shibe 
Park, September 30, 1951...It 
was the game the Dodgers 
nad to win. 

The Brooktyn Dodgers had 
led the league from early 
season on... In the middie ot 
August, they were so far out 
front that Manager Leo 


~ Durocner couldn't even see 


the Brooklyn. bat-boy with a 
telescope. The baseball! 
writers called this team, “The 
Greatest “in the National 
League History.” The 
Dodgers had power in every 
department of play; and those 
that were cognizant in the 
betting world, nad tabbed 
them as 20-1 favorites to win 
the National League pennant 
flag. 
All of a sudden the unbe- 
hevable happened....The 
Giants in second place, kept 
on winning; and the invinci- 
ble Dodgers kept on losing. 
The final day of the season 


rolled around. The Giants and 
the Brooklyn Dodgers wound 
up in the sconng column, 
even-steven.

The making of steel involves - 
many intricate processes. Among 
these is the production of coke 
from high-grade metallurgical coal. 
Coke: is::usedin- blast furnaces. to. 
produce the intense heat and reduc- 
ing atmosphere necessary to con- 
vert iron ore into metallic iron — 
the first step in steelmaking.

$7 million has been spent to date to 
bring this process through the lab- 
oratory and experimental plant 
Stage: Now the next step is being 
taken, the construction of a large 
pilot plant near Baltimore and the 
testing of the resulting product in a 
full-scale blast furnace. This step 
will span at least 36 months and 
will raise the research and develop- 
ment costs of this process to over $30 million. 

That’s a lot of money. And it’s ample 
evidence that the four-company group that has 
committed this money has a deep concern and 
a real commitment to protecting the air and 
water in the cities in which each of us operates.

Black Colleges Essential 
For Black Survival, 
Tells UNCF Annual

“Black colleges are the 
best investment when we talk 
about the processes that 
make for redemption and 
success.in this. society,” a 
distinguished black educator 
told about 400 guests at the 
3rd. Annual United Negro 
College Fund (UNCF) 
statewide kick-off luncheon 
last Thursday at the Neil 
House. 

Dr. Samuel DeWitt Proctor, 
pastor of New York City's 
Abyssinian Baptist Church 
and former president of 
Virginia Union University and 
‘North Carolina A&T State 


pastor of the Abyssinian Raotist Church ane keynote speaker. University, assessed the role 


of the black colleges in the 
black liberation struggle and 
affirmed that these institu- 
trons of leaming give biack 
Students more than just;a 
degree. 

Proctor ‘asserted that black 
colleges: prepare the student 
to strain out the best of the 
culture, integrate these traits 
into his personality, and 
transmit them. to his progeny; 
enable the student to screen 
out the cultural traits that 
hamper him and keep those 
that enhance him; cultivate in 
the student concrete skills for 
responsible and independent 
action; and -give the student 
the capacity for problem 
solving. 

The newly appointed 
executive director of UNCF, 
Atty. Christopher __ Edley 
joined with Ohio  UNCF 
members to launch their 90-

Proctor responded to

psychologists” who claim 
that black students are 
mentally inferior because of 
lower scores on white- 
oriented tests by saying that 
blacks in America, have been 
living one great big test 
trying to survive in this racist 
country. 

Reacting to the Notorious 
William Jensen, a noisy 


proponent a front runner in’~ 


the current pseudo-scientific 
effort to pronounce all blacks 
genetically inferior to whites, 


matter what Jensen says, we 


* had the intelligence to cope ® 


with the moment ... we had 
the foresight to recognize 
that something would break

Proctor went further to give 
personal examples of the 
kind of strength, intelligence, 
and ability that is necessary 


for.a black man to survive in ° 


this stifling mileau charged 
with racism: 

When he was a 10 year-old 
shoe-shine boy on the docks 
in Norfolk, Va., one day two 
white sailors came along and 
regurgitated on his polish 
and clothes, harassed him, 
and sent him home.crying to 
his mother who, like” black 
mothers through the ages, 


“comforted him and encour- 


aged him to rise above 
America’s infirmity. 
Another telling 
incident 
that Proctor. récounted 
happened in 1940 when he 
applied for membership in 
the'U:S: Navy band. The terse 
and trenchant official 
response to his letter 
indicated that “we (the Navy) 
don't have any colored 
musical aggregations.”

WASHINGTON (NBNS)— 
Charging that the federal 
syphilis experiment invoiving 
more than 430 black men was 
not justified, a government- 
appointed committee said it 
was recommending a per- 
manent board be established 
to. monitor any future 
federally supported research 


that involves human subjects. , 


The committee, which 
decided that the study may 
have had scientific value 
when it was begun in the 
1930s’ said there was no just- 
ification for continuing the 
study in. Macon County, 
Alabama after penicillin treat- 
ment became available in the 
early-1950s- y 

In the experiment con- 
ducted by the U.S. Public 
Health Service, the black men 
were ‘not treated for syphilis 
s0 that doctors could view 
the eventual damage-on the 
human body by the untreated 
disease, 

Twenty-eight men, and pos- 
Sibly as many as 107, died as 
a direct result of untreated 
syphilis. A number of the men 
have developed side effects 
as well, including insanity, 
deatness, blindness and bone 
and nervous system deterior- 
ation. 

The panel, which was 5 ap- 
pointed in August by the 
Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare, said once 
penicillin was available the 
experiment’s subjects should 
have received it. 

Saying “times were differ- 
ent". when. the-study began.in 
the early~ 1930s" -the “panel 
members ruled the experi- 
ment was sloppily conducted 
from the beginning and they 
unanimously condemned. it. 

“The poor, the disadvant- 
aged, the uneducated— black 
and white alike-were used in 
many scientific experiments,” 
not merely the Tuskegee 
Study, said Barney M. Weeks, 
president -of-the “Alabama 
Labor Council. ‘ 

Contending the initiators 
“were malevolent people.” 
the Rev. Or.-Seward Hiltner, 
professor of theology at Prin- 
ceton Theological Seminary 
and a panel member, said “a 
strictly scientific study of 
syphilis might nave been 
justified: This one was not, 


he said. 

Shortly after the committee 
made it’s final report to the 
Public Health Service said it

Biack Muslims

without having submitted a 
plan to Congress and giving 
ft 60 days to disapprove the 
plan as required by law. 

* Programs mandated by

being abolished. -*" 

* The application of fiscal 
1973 monies to phasing out 
community action agencies, 
the backbone of OEO 
programs, instead of to 
programs is illegal and con- 
trary to established 
procedures, 


When Kelson argued that 
Phillips “ts obligated to use 
some amount of fiscal 
responsibility” in dismantling 
OEO since the President's 
fiscal 1974 budget provided 
no funds for the. programs, 
J6nin M.-Ferren, arguing for 
the Lawyers Committee for 


Civil Rights Under Law, 
replied, “that isn't fiscal 
responsibility. That's 
sabotage.”

Under the Muth proposal, a 
family who would be forced 
to move out of public housing 
because its: income is too 
high, would be permitted to 
continue living in the same 
housing by simply paying the 
rent out of its income. 

He said the rent certificates 
could also be used to en- 
courage improvement of 
existing. “buildings. He 
suggested this was better 
than having the building 
demolished and then re- 
ouilding it again, as is the 
case in much of public.

Paul Robeson - Sir 


Born April 9, 1898 in Princeton, 
New Jersey,, Paul Robeson first 
attracted national attention while a 
student-athlete at Rutgers 
University. This week, at age 75 and 
in almost complete retirement, he 
remains one of the most 
controversial figures of the past 
half-century. 

Established, by reason of his 
magnificent. body and superlative 
baritone voice as—one of the 
nation’s most popular actor-singer. 
Robeson was averaging $200,000 a 
year from concerts; records and 
other sources, when he declaimed 
in Paris in 1948 that- American 
Negroes would never fight in a war 
with Soviet Russia. 

This statement not only scared 
American whites, ‘but sharply 
divided American Negroes, 
including ‘some of the then most 
prestigious leaders. His visits to 
Russia and his open endorsement 
of its life style and politics, won him 
a “Communist” label, which though 
never proven, Robeson was too 
proud to denounce. 

However, basis to an 
“understanding —oft- Robeson's- 
reasons for his leftist turn is the 
“deep resentment he has always 
expressed against slights and 
deprivations because of color and 
his attempted escape into a dream 
world he imagined. existedin 
Russia. Together with his 
ideological rejection of. an 
economic and political system 
which does little to eradicate 
mistreatment of minorities, 


Robeson was ‘victim of evangelic 
acceptance of a new system of 
society. Embittered by. contra- 
dictions of American democracy, he 
looked hungrily for an escape from 
practices which angered him and 
accepted the Soviet way uncritical- 
ly because his fervor torbade him 
from seeing its contradictions. 

The tragedy of Robeson is not.the 
causes he.espoused, but the era in 
which he espoused them. It must 
seem ironic to him-that.on his 75th 
birthday, the President of the 
United. States, which once tried to 
forbid him from foreign travel, is 
working arm in arm with Soviet 
leaders tn the hope of estadlishing 
a peacetul world order. . 

Roberson has been characterized 
by many of his’ biographers as 
‘America’s pioneer “mean nigger.” 
To them-- Robeson was without 
doubt the meanest nigger ever to 
draw breath. He was mean enough 
to frighten and threaten the 
President of the United States 
(Truman in 1946); he was mean 
enough to make the State Depart- 
ment give him back his passport; 
he was. mean enough to gain the — 
respect and admiration of most_of 
the civilized world. 

QUESTION: “What do you call a 
six-foot-three, 200 pound nigger 
standing on your foot?” 

ANSWER: “You. call him ‘sir!." 

Thé above was told as a joke 
concerning Paul Robeson. It is a 
parable. : 

Congratulations on your” 75th 
birthday, Mr. Robeson....sir. 


A Glimmer Of ‘Hope ~ 


The new 1972-73 Labor Depart- 
ment's Occupational Handbook 
reveals that eight out of ten jobs to 
be filled during the balance of the 
70s will be—-open_to. people who 
have not compieted four years~of 
college. And although many jobs 
not requiring a college degree can 
be learned on the job, training 
requirements will continue to rise 
and young people with vocationally 
onented education beyond high 
school willbe in the best position 
to compete for openings. 

The Handbook also reveals that 
although jobs in the professional 
and managerial occupations will in- 
creasingly require a degree, 
workers with only a year or two of 
specialized training beyond high 
schoo! will find excellent op- 
portunities as aides and 
technicians, Nearly all of the health 
fields specialties are projected for 
rapid growth. 

This information should have 
special meaning to young blacks 
whio are either thinking of dropping 
out of high school classes, or who 
see no easy path to a college 


education. Fortunately, in 
Cleveland, the Public School Ad- 
ministrators, under Superintendent 
Paul -8riggs have accelerated 
Programs to build vocational 
Classes Into the public high 
schools--the magnificently- 
equipped East Technical High 
School being an outstanding exam- 
ple. 

Technical training at the high 
schoo! level will now permit 
graduating. high school seniors to 
take a careful look at whether they 
really want to go to college. The 
most recent report of the Camegie 
Commission-on- Higher Education 
concludes that while a college 
degree is still valuable for most 
qualified young people and pays off 
both economically and in Providing 
what might be considered a “fuller 
{ife," but warms that the job market 
I$ going to be limited in a number 
of areas. ’ 

Chances are good, whether a 
young person goes on to college or 
not, that if he emerges from high 
Schoo! with a saleable skill, he can 
look to the future with confidence. 


Police/Community Relations 
Worsening In Columbus Area 


Relations between the Columbus 
police department and the black 
community, instead of getting bet- 
ter, are worsening each and every 
day. tn fact, the bad situation is 
reaching such gigantic proportions 
that it is becoming dangerous, not 
only to the welfare and safety of 
black citizens, but to the entire 
community as well. 

Every week numerous reports are 
suflacing detailing and-—-charging 
now some members of the police 
department are brutalizing, men- 
tally and physically, many citizens 
residing in the black community. 

if only one naif or one third of the 
charges of vicious and inhuman 
conduct being” leveled against 
some members of the police estab- 
lishment are true, the practice, re- 
gardiess of degree, 's still uncalled 
for and far beyond the bounds of 
human reasoning. 

it now seems patently clear that if 
these racist thrusts of white police- 
men against members of the black 
community are not soon curbed 
and put to an abrupt end, it must be 
concluded that all citizens, regard- 
fess of race, in Columbus and 
Franklin County will nave to bear 
and suffer the impending conse- 
quences. 

The city administration, including 
tne Mayor, the Safety Director, the 
Police Chiet, the City Attorney and 
the Community Relations Com- 
mission, either is incapable, doesn't 
give a damn or just will not take 
positive steps to eliminate the

activity of some depraved members 
of the police department. 

In spite .of this sorry situation, 
however, something must be done

We Americans expect a great deal 
from education. It is the key that opens 
the door of opportunity, or at least, that 
is what we have been told,.For poor 
ehildren, of whom a disproportionate 
percentage are black,-‘there is no 
éducational alternative available to 
them now and in. the foreseeable future, 
but the public schools 


Under the present system of using 
the property tax for support of the 
schools, poor children are going to 
continue to be adversely affected by the 
disparity in funds. No matter how much 
they want a better education, neither 
they nor their parents are going to be 
able to overcome the differences that 
exists between schools that gre well- 
financed and those that are not. 

The ruling of the Supreme Court 
cannot be taken by those really 
concerned with equality in ‘public 
education=as-the-end of the road: As 
discouraging-as.the-ruling is,.reform.in 
the property tax is so crucial to the 
tuture- of decent education inthis 
country, that efforts to. achieve it cannot 
come to 4 halt ; 

Clearly the attack on. the archaic 


legislatures, where success cannot be 
expected to come easily. Too mich is 
at” stake, however, not to try. | am 
convinced a battle has been lost, but 
the war is far from over. 


The economy of this nation does not 
need the labor of black people. Perhaps 
we were -useful during periods of 
national (war) crisis; certainly, we were 
needed to provide free labor for the 
institutions of slavery. trofically, the 
only time black people were fully 
“employed” in this country was during 
slavery. 

Just about every social, economic, 
political system in America is 
deliberately designed towards the 
ultimate end of genocide for black 
people. This is not mere rhetoric, either. 


No, I'm not talking about ‘gas 
chambers,” as the instrument of 
genocide. It is unlikely, for awhile at 
least, that this nation will prepare 


“ovens” to burn and gas millions of 
black people. There are other forms, 
that slowly, but just as deadly, destroy 
and do violence against black people. 
Poverty is genocidal to black people; 
mass unemployment is genocidal; the 
perpetuation of a brutal inhuman 
system of police control-is genocidal. 
This nation boasts of equality, but 
blacks are rapidly moving towards 
insignificance, unimportance and a 
burdensome, worthless creature. 
Much of the thrust in the 60's among 
white leaders and white sympathizers 
was to “give the Negro equal rights 
‘and get it over with, so we won't have 


to deal with his problem anymore.” find that-Hollywood-is—a-white-man’s 


That's precisely what happened: we 
don't have to deal with his problem 
anymore, which is the philosophy of 
“benign neglect.” 

The degree to invoke “equal rights” 
for the black man became a 
diversionary tactic to get on with the 
usiness-as-usual of profit making, 
imperialist expansionism; to soften the 
restive, rebellious spirits of black 
masses by giving the illusion of a 
nation of freedom and justice. 

This nation will do nothing that will 
interfere with profit. making—and 
imperialist expansion. The duplicity of 
this nation can only be understood on 
that basis. Racism, itself, can be 
understood as the necessary ideology 
for US. imperialism and economic 
oppression, This means that America is 
not committed to eliminating racial 
prejudices and policies as long as it 
may interfere with profit making. All of 
the euphemisms used to describe 
“equality” simply obscure the real 
condition of blacks in America. 

Conditions are worsening for black 
people. But formidable arguments are 
being given by both blacks and whites

not improving 
because of their own fault, “The 
opportunities are there,” they say, “but 
btack people just aren't taking those 
new opportunities now open to them.”

What Happened To Black POW’s? 


—tt is something we all want-te know. 
What happened to the black POW's of 
the Viet War? 

A Mr, Charles Wade asked: ‘What 
did they do with all the black POW’s? 
Burn them up instead of keeping them 
in prison camps?" 

He was speaking of the scarcity of 
black men shown. returning home, 
especially high rank men 

The television systems brought out a 
lot in the broadcast returns of the war 
Prisoners to this country. Either black 
airmen were lucky - put to death -~ or 
was there a dearth of their use in the 
skies? 

it was a beautiful sight — those 
colonels, majors ang captains leaving 
the planes, greeting their families and 
making speeches. But where were 
those black officers? Were they 
released, or were they ever there to be 
released? 

Now the black man just had to be 
among the prisoners, but the TV views 
didn't bother much. about. the. draftees 
and lower ranks in their entertaining 
the public with pictures of men 
returned. Yes, black fighters had to 
number among. the prisoners. unless 
the yellow men turned them loose just 
to keep the whites, around to sweat it 
out in prison camps. | don'f think the 
yellow man did that. 

They must have captured black men 
of- the war, for they certainly killed 

enough of them. in battle, judging trom 
the large number of black bodies 
showing up in black funeral parlors 
when the war was really’ hot. Those 

—were-the seenes-that frightened young 
America and brought on demonstra- 
tions, for young white folks around their 
schoolmates and buddies in white 
funeral. homes, also. — z
